arrangements for the driving test, 
providing a car for it, and the 
presence of a licensed operator at 
that time are not responsibilities 
of the school. 

Dr. Gainey estimated that the 
total per pupil cost of the program 
next year, under this arrangement, 
will be $15.06. This compares with 
$27.43 per pupil the way the pro- 
gram is now set up, he stated. 

During the discussion, Secre- 
tary William A. Doherty told his 
colleagues that the school has a 
responsibility to give the course 


in comformance with the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles requirements, 
not to change the requirements 
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be desirable to provide the train- 
ing for as many students as possi- 
ble as soon as they are qualified 
to take it. He stated that the 
Registry wishes to have new 
drivers trained properly, not go out 
and learn bad driving habits.

My Views

Two years ago, my six year old 
son asked me the following ques- 
tions: Were there ever any Indians 
in Andover, and, did they use the 
bow and arrow or the gun? From 
the books and files of our library 
we receive the answer to these 
questions, and a good many more. 

Yes, there were Indians in 
Andover, many encampments being 
along the Shawsheen river. There 
were about three “‘cultures’’, each 
recognizable by the shape of their 
projectile points, and the material 
used in their manufacture. The 
first of these Andover settlers 
camped along the Shawsheen river 
about the year 2,000 B.C. They 
used only stone tipped spears to 
secure game for survival, the bow 
and arrow being unknown at this 
time. The people who replaced 
these ancients, hundreds of years 
later, apparently used the bow and 
arrow in preference to the spear. 
They made tiny arrowpoints of 
white, or crystal quartz. Their 
reign was long. The last of the 
Indians of Andover made large 
and beautiful arrowpoints of a 
variety of materials, most common 


being a dark volcanic stone, 
known as [felsite. 
Fourteen ancient campsites 


may be found within walking dis- 


tance from the center of town. My 
family and I frequently spend a 
little time on a pleasant afternoon, 
retrieving a lost arrowhead or a 
broken spear point there about the 
township. Books by nla P 
Bullen, Frederick Johnson, Doug- 
las Byers and Warren King Moore- 
head, all available at the library, 
give more information. When read, 
they give the reader a sense of 
feeling that he has had a view of 
the aborigines of the Shawsheen 
river valley, and visited their 
ancient campsites.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Don’t Foul It Up 


A technical legal debate is being waged over the town’s 
participation in the off-street parking program outlined by 
the Board of Trade.

Strict Control Needed 


The problem of door-to-door sales is becoming acute 
here, with magazine crews coming to town frequently, and 
other individuals wandering through the community selling 
a variety of goods. 

While there is nothing harmful about selling merchandise 
or periodicals, the housewives of the town get alarmed 
when strangers are seen poking around outlying streets, 
occasionally in back yards and other places where they 
might not normally be. 

As we understand it, magazine crews are listed by name 
in the police station, with the name and address of the 
manager of the sales force. If complaints are received, 
then, the police investigate and, on some occasions, ask 
the crews to leave town. Persons selling merchandise of 
one sort or another require state licenses, but do not have 
to check in at the station before beginning a tour through 
the town. No state license is needed to sell periodicals 
or literat ure, however, and the backgrounds of the persons 
doing this can’t be known, to either state or local offi- 
cials. 

) We think more stringent control over door-to-door sales 
. personnel is needed, as an assurance to housewives and 

to keep some undesirable persons out of the town. It is 
our understanding that the town can adopt a by-law, or 
some form of regulations, that would be useful in this re- 
gard. Wouldn’t it be a good idea for some municipal agency 
to study the problem and come up with answers within a 
reasonable period of time?
